The death of this great racehorse and sire is 
a severe loss to bis owners, for though ha was 
21 years of age be seemed just in the prime of 
Ufa and everything by him commanded a high 
ralne.

In bis first start as a three-year-old be met 
bis only defeat of that year, lunning second to 
Peregrine in the Two Thousand Quineas He 
turned the tables on bis cocqneror in the Derby, 
at Epsom, and defeated him in easy fashion. 

Ircquois then won tte Prince of WelosStakes, 
Great Cbempion and other leading events in 
England, winding up bis tbree-year-old career 
by winning the famons St. Leger at Doncaster. 

He started seven times as a three-year-old 
and won six, all famons events on the Ecglish 
tnrf. In all of these he was piloted to victory 
by England’s premier jockey, the famous Fred 
Archer. He did not start as a four-year-old, 
but resumed his career the year following, run- 
niug in two events early in the spring but with- 
out success. 

Mr. Lcrillard then brought him to Amorica, 
arriving bere early in July. In order to give 
the American public a chance to see this famous 
horse perform be was given a burried prepara- 
tion and started in two events early in August 
and once later on at Baltimore. In the two 
earlier races he met the greatest horses then on 
the American turf. Be was defeated in both, 
George Kinney winning the first and Eole the 
other. 

Iroquois was then retired to Mr, Lorillard’s 
Eancocas Stud, Jobatown, N. J. There be sired 
that grand two-year-old Csynga. 

At the dispersal sale of the Bancccas Stud 
Iroquois was purchased by General Jackson for 
$25, COO and brought to Belle Meade. Here his 
success as a sire bas been wonderful. Buron, 
Tammany, G. W. Johnson, White Frost, Bangle, 
Julius Six, Addie, Red Bauuer and a host cf 
others were sired by this great horse 

To Belle Meade bis death is a severe loss, for 
it will be next to impossible to replace him. 
Fortunately General Jackson has just pur- 
chased one cf bis best sous, Huron. This horse, 
though young, has produced several good win- 
ners and it is to be hoped that in Huron Gen- 
ersl Jackson will find a horse worthy to fill the 
vaesney left by the death of Iroquois. 

General Jackson states that he intended to 
remove the hoofs of the fsmons stallion and 
have them made into enps, finely mounted. 

An autopsy over the body of Iroquois, tbs 
fsmons stsllioD, was held in the horse’s pad- 
dock at Belle Meade, by Dr. W. N. D. Bird, 
Dr. Joseph Plaskett, Dr. George R. White and 
Dr. William G. Rayen. The examination re- 
vealed the fact that the great sire of thorough- 
breds had died of chronic nephritis, infiamma- 
tion of the kidneys. In fact, on of the kidneys 
was found to have entirely disintegrated. 
After the autopsy Iroquois was buried in his 
paddock. — Nashville American. 



ENGL1:SH YEARLING PRK IN. 

Many yearlings are annually sold at Don- 
caster during the progress of the meeting and 
as illnstrating the high prices they freqnently 
bring as compared with Ameiicsn resnlts, the 
following from a special to a New York news- 
paper should prove of interest : 

“The record was made by Mr. J. Simmons 
Harrison’s magoificent chestnut colt. Silver 
Bay, by Bend Or, out of Silver Sea. she by Her- 
mit, out of Stray Shot, by Toxopbolite. Silver 
Sea is a full slater to Piniteut, dam of Ravens- 
bury, and to Shotover, winner of the Oaks, and 
dam of Bnllingdon. Sir Edgar Vincent and Mr. 
Reid Walker were the ccutenders, with Sir 
John Blundell Maple, but the last named proved 
the beat atayer. and got the colt for $15,000 and 
would have gone to $20,000 had it b^en necessary. 
Other good prices in Mr. Harrison’s lot were 
$6,500 for the Mt. Serf- Orlet colt, $4,400 for the 
Orme — Pamela colt, $4,050 for the Best Man— 
Barletta colt (who bas been named One of the 
Best), $4,250 for the colt by Orme of Kendal- 
Stirrnp Cup, and $3,500 for the Bend Or— Irish 
Melody filly. 

“Sir Tattc n Bybes offered a choice batch cf 
Sledmere yonugsters, four of which aggregated 
$35,000. The splendid filly by lainglaaa, oot of 
La Fleche, provoked spirited competition, end 
was eventnslly taken by Mr, J. W. Larnseb for 
$13,000. Mr. Larnach owns La Veine, the 
Morion filly .which was La Fieche’s first produce. 
Sir Tatton gave $63,CC0 for La Fleche at the 
dissolution of the .stud .of the lata Baron
